2. Number, classiflcatlon and scale of pay.—Ibe number 
Of posts, their classification and the scale of pay atlacM 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Sche¬ 
dule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of rccruilrr’cnt, age limit, qualifications etc.— 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 


mutteis relating to the. said posts shall be speciiied in columns 
5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—^No person, 

(a) who, has entered into or contracted a mairiage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who. having a sfiouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for apopinlment to any of thei said posts. 

Provided that tlie Ceiuia] Government may. if satisfied 
that such maiTiage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and tht other party to the marri¬ 
age and that there are other ground.? for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5 . Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
tho opinion tha tit is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to he recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provision.? of tlicse rules with respect Ur any class or 
(^egory of pci sons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules .shall affect reserva¬ 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for Scheduled Caste? and Scheduled TribesI 
under the orders issued by the Central Govomnient frort> 
lime ‘to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 432.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in sU'persession 
of the Conumissioncr for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes and Director General, Backward Classes Welfare 
(Class I and II Research and Evaluation posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1970, in so far as they relate to tNi posts of Deputy 
Director except as respects tiiinKS done or omitted to have 
been done befoie such supersession, the President hereby 
mates the following rules regulating the method of recruit¬ 
ment to the posts of Deputy Director for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes (Group ‘A’) in the joint cadre of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Commission for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes and the office of the Commissioner 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(If These rules may 
he called the Deputy Director for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes (Ministry of Home Affairs, Commission for 
Scheduled Caste^i and Scheduled Tribes and the office of the 
Comroissioner for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) 
Recruitment Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scales of pay etc.—The num¬ 
ber of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attach¬ 
ed thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 


3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification etc.— 
method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as specified in colunmi 
5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Diiiqualiflcation.—'No person,—■ 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person haying a spouse liying, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment of the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if gatisfled 
that such marriage is peirrjissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—^Where the Central Govoinmcnt is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for ieason.s to be recorded in writing and in con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothipjg in these rules shall effect reservatioas, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Schedulde Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Govermnent from time to time 
in this regard.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satLsBcd that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the opera, 
tion of this rule. 

5. Power to relax Where the Ccntial Government is of opinion that if is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the ptovisions of these rules with re.spect to any class or category' of persons. 

6 . Savings:—'Nothing in these rules shall affect re-servations, relaxations, rcjaxa tion of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the ord¬ 
ers issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

1, (i) These rules may be called the Indian Railways

2. In the schedule to the Indian Railways (Chief Cashier

special pay of Rs, 150 over and above their pay 
in the senior scale during such time they held 
the post of chief cashier.’’;

(i) in column 11, for the entry, the fpllowing shall 
be substituted, namely 

“by promotion failing which by transfer on deputation”,

G.S.R, 458.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 84 read with section 4 of the Indian Veterinary Council 
Act, 1984 (52 of 1984), the Central Government hereby 
ni.akes the following rules, namely ;— 

1. Short title and Commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Indian Veterinary Council Rules, 1985. 

S" 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette^ 

2. Dciinitions.—(1) In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires,— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the ludian Veterinary Council Act, 1984 

(52 of 1984); 

(b) ‘Form’ means a form appended to these rules; 

(c) ‘register' means Indian Veterinary Practitioners’ Rs- 
gister maintained under Chapter HI of the Act; 

(d) ‘Returning Officer’ means any officer appointed as 
such by the Central Government under rule 9 and 
includes any Assistant Returning Officer so appointed 
by the Central Govermnent; 

(c) ‘Secretary’ means Secretary of the Council; 

(f) ‘section means a section of the Act, 

(2) Word* and expressions used in these rules and not 
separately defined here shall have the same ntoaning as in 
the Act. 

3. Notification for election to the Council..—For the pur¬ 
pose of electing the members of the Council under clause (g) 
of sub-section (3) of section 3 the Central Government sh^ 
by a notification published in Gazette of India, call upon 
the persons enrolled in the Register to elect the said members 
in accordance with the provisions of these rules. 

4. Preparation of the roll.—(1) As soon as may be after 
the notification under rule 3 is issued the Secretary shall 
prepare the roll which shall contain the name of every 
person whose name is entered in the register. 

(2) The names of the electors shall b® arranged in 
the order in which they are entered in the register. 

5. Publication of the roll in draft.—The Secretary shall 
publish the roU prepared under rule 4 in draft by making 
a copy thereof available for inspection by displaying In the 
offices of all State Veterinary Councils and the Veterinary 
Council of India. 

fi. Period for lodging claims and objections.—Every clairn 
for inclusion of a name in the roU and every objection to 
an entry therein shall he lodged within a period Of fifteen 
davs from the date of publication of the roll in draft under 
rula 5. 

7, Form of claim and obiacrion and the maniw (4 thetr 
disposal.—(1) Every claim shall be slfoed by the person whe 
requires his nsme to be included in the roll.

as provided under sub-sccUon (4) of section 23. 

(.5) The Secretary may cither allow or reject a claim or 
objection; 

Proyided that a claim or objection sliall not be rejected 
unless the person making il is given an opportunity of 
making representation against such reject.on. 

(6) The decision of the Secretary allowing or rejecting a 
claim or objection shall be final. 

8. Final publication of the roll.—(1) The Secretary shall, 
after disposing of the claims and objections under rule 7, 
prepare a list of amendments to carry out his decisions under 
the said rule and to can-y out any clerical or printing error 
and other inaccuracies subsequently discovered or brought 
to his notice in the roll, 

(2) The Secretary shall publish th® roll together with 
the list Of amendments by making a complete copy thereof 
available for inspection by displaying at the offices of the 
State Veterinary Councils and the Veterinary Council of 

India. 

(3) On such publication the roll together with the list 
of amendments shall be electoral roll of persons who may 
elect the member.s of the council under clause (g) or sub¬ 
section 13) of section 3. 

(4) A copy of the roll together with the list of ameUd- 
ments published under sub-rule 12) shall be sent by Secre¬ 
tary to the Central Government. 

9. Returning Officer and Assistant Returning Officers.— 
Hi The Central Government shall, after receipt of a copy 
of the electoral roll published under rule 8, desijmate or 
nominate a Returning Officer who shall be an officer of the 
Government. 

12) The Central Government may also appoint one or 
more persons, who shall he offleers of the Government, to 
assist the Returning Officer In the performance of his func¬ 
tions as A.ssistant Returning Officers. 

13) Every Assistant Returning Officer shall, subject ti' 
the control of the Returning Officer, be competent to perform 
all or any of the functions of the Returrpng Officer : 

Provided that no Assistant Returning Officer shall perform 
any of the functions of the Returning Officer which relate 
to the issue of voEng paoers, counting of voting papers and 
declaration of results of election. 


(c) the date, time and place for counting of soles and 
for declaration of results which shall not be beyond 
the third day from the date of poll. 

(2) The notification, i.^sned under sub-rule (1) ahall also 
invite nominalion of candidates for election to the Council 
and specify the place at which the nominalion papers arc 
to be delivered. 

11. Pre.sciitation of nominatuin paper and requirements 
for valid nominations.—fl) On or before the date apponited 
under clause (aj of sub-rule (1) of rule 10 each candidate 
.shall send by registered post with acknowledgement due oi’ 
deliver in person to the returning officer a nomination paper 
in Form T. 

(2) Every nomination paper .shall be subscribed by two 
electors, one us the proposer and the other as the seconder 
and assented by the candidate proposed' and .seconded by 
them; 

Provided that no elector shall subscribe as proposer or 
seconder more nomination papers than there arc seats to 
be filled up. 

Provided further that, if an elector subscribe.s to more 
number of nomination papers than there are seats to be 
filled up, the nomination papers first received by the Returning 
Officer equal to the number of seats to be filled up, shall, 
if they are otherwise in order, be held to be valid and, if 
all such nomination papers subscribed bv the same elector 
in excess of the number of seats to be filled up are received 
siraulfaneotislv, all such nomination papers shall he held to 
be invalid. 

(3) On receipt of each mmination paper, the returning 
officer shall endorse thereon the date and hour of receipt. 

12. Rejection of nomination paper.—A nomination paper 
which is not received before the date appointed by the Re¬ 
turning Officer in that behalf shall be rejected. 

13. Scrutiny of nomination papers.—(1) On the date and 
the time appointed by the Returning Officer for the scrutiny 
of the nomination papers, the candid.ttes and the proposer 
and the seconder of each candidate or other represent.ativcs 
duly authorised by the candidates in this behalf may attend 
the office of the RcturniuR Officer who shall allow them to 
examine the nomination papers of all the candidates which 
have been received by him as aforesaid. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall examine the nomination 
papers thu.s received and decide all questions which may 
arise as to the validity of any nomination, and his decision 
thereon shall be final. 

14. Withdrawal of candidature,—(1) Any candidate may 
withdraw his candidature bv notice in writing signed by 
him .and delivered to the Returning Officer before the date 
li.xed under clause fcl of sub-nde (11 of rule 10. 


10. Appointment of dates for nomination, etc.—(I) TTie 
Returning Officers shall, by notification in the Official gazette, 
or in such other manner as deemed fit, appoint,—

.said notification or. if that day is a public holida'', 
the next .succeeding day which is not a public 
holiday;

Immediately pfler the expiry of the period within which 
candidatures may he vvjfhdrnwu unde’* rule 14 the Returning 
Officer shall n^pare rnd rnblish a list of contesting candi¬ 
dates. (hat is to say, candidates who were validly nommated 
and who have not withdrawn their candidature w'lthin the 
said period. 

f2) The said list shall contain the narnes in alphabetical 
order and the addres.ies of the. contesting candidates as given 
in the nomination papers. 
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(3) Tlie said list shad be published in the Official 
Gazette and given wide publicity in such manner at the Re¬ 
turning Officer deems it fit. 

16. The Poll.—tl) If the number of didy nominated candi¬ 
dates for election does not exceed the number of members 
to be elected, the Returning Officer shall forthwith declare 
such candidates or candidates to be duly elected. 

(2) If the number of such candidates exceeds the number 
of members to be .so elected, the Returning Officer shall, 
not later than thirty days before the date appointed for 
the poll, send by air mail to every elector residing or prac¬ 
tising aborad and by post to every other elector 3 letter of 
intimation in Form IV together with a numbered d'tclaralion 
paper in Form Ifl, a voting paper in Form n containing 
the names of the candidates in alphabetical order and bear¬ 
ing the Returning Officer's initials or facsimile signature, a 
voting paper cover addressed to the Returning Officer and 
an outer cover also addressed to the .said Officer; 

Provided that the voting paper and other connected papers 
may also be sent to any elector on his applying to the Re- 
tnrning Officer for the same before the date appointed for 
the poll, if the Returning Officer is sati.sfied that the papers 
have not been sent to him. 

(3) A cicrtificate of posting shall be obtained in respect 
of each such letter of intimation sent to an elector; 

(4) An elector who has not received the voting and 
other connected papers sent t.i him by post or who has 
lost them or in whose case the papers before their return 
to the returning officer have been inadevrtently spoilt, may 
transmit a declaration in writing to that effect and request 
the Returning Officer not later than fifteen days before the 
date appointed for the poll to send him fresh papers and, 
it the papers have been spoilt, the spoilt papers shall be 
returned to the Returning Officer who shall cancel them on 
receipt. 

(5) Tn every case in which such fresh papers n^e issued, 
a mark shall be placed against the number relating to the 
elector's name in the electoral roll to denote that fresh 
papers have been issued. 

( 6 ) No election .shall be invalid bv reason of the non- 
receipt by an elector of his voting paper and other connec¬ 
ted papers. 

(7) Each elector shall have the right to vote for as many 
candidates as there arc sets to be filled and the vote shall be 
non-fransferable. 

( 8 ) Every elector desirous of recording his vote shall, 
after filling up the declaration paper (Form TII) and the 
Voting paper (Form TI) according to the dinections" aiven in 
(he letter intimation (Form IV), enclose ihe voting paper in 
the voting paper cover, stick up and enclose the said cover 
alongwith the declaration paper in the outer envelope ad¬ 
dressed to the Returning Officer, and send (he o iter envelope 
hv post at the elector’s own cost or hv hand to the Returnin'' 
Officer, so as to reach him not later the appointed time for 
closure of voting on the date fixed tor (he poll. 

(9) All envelops received after the said day and hour 
shall be rejected. 

(10) On receipt by post or bv hand of (he envelope 
containing the d^aration paper and the closed cover 
containing the voting paper, the Returning Officer shall 
endorse on the outer envelope the date and hour of receipt. 

17. Opening of the cover.-(11 The Returning Officer shall 
open the outer envelopes immediatriv after the appointed 
time for closure of voting on the date fixed for the poll at 
the place to w'hi h the envelopes arc add.cssed to him. 

(2) Any candidate mav be present in person or may send 
a representative duly aiithnriscd bv him in writing to be 
present at tbe time when tbc outer envelopes arc opened, 

IS. Rejection of voting paper coverr.-d) A voting paper 
cover shall be rejected by the Returning Officer if.— 

fa) the outer envelope contains no declarntion paper 
outside the voting paper co\er, ci 


(b) the declaration paper is not ihe one sent bv the 
Returning Officer, or 

(c) the declaration paper is not signed by [he elector, 

or 

(d) the voting paper is placed outside the voting paper 

cover, or 

(c) more than one declaration paper or voting paper 
cover have been enclosed in one and the s;ime outer 
envelope. 

(2) In each case of rejection, the word “rejected" shall 
be endorsed on the voting paper cover and the declaration 
paper. The reasons for rejection .shall also be lecordcd in 
brief, on voting paper cover. 

(3) After satisfying himself that the electors have affixed 
their signatures to the declaralion papers, the Returning Offi¬ 
cer shall keep all the declaration papers in safe custody pend¬ 
ing disposal under rule 1. 

19. Scrutiny and Counting of votc.s.—(1) On the dale ap¬ 
pointed for counting, the voting paper covers other than 
those rejected under rule 18, shall be opened and the voting 
papers taken out and mixed together. 

f2) The voting papers shall then be scrutinised and the 
valid votes counted. 

(3) Any candidate may be present in person or may 
-send a representative duly authorised by him in writing to 
watch the process of counting, 

(4) A voting paper shall be invalid if,— 

fa) it dc^ not bear the Returning Officer's initials, or 
facsimile signature, or 

(b) a voter signs his name on the voting paper, or writes 
any word on it, or makes any mark on it by which 
it becomes recognizable as his voting p.aper; or 

fc) no vote is recorded thereon or 

fd) the number of votes recorded thereon exceeds the

f7) The Returnjng Officer .shall nominate such number of 
serutinizers as he thinks fit 1n accordance with such directions 
as may be issued in this behalf by the Central Government. 

20. Declaration of results.—fl) ^Vhen the counting of the 
Votes has been completed, tbe Returning Officer shall draw up 
a list of candidates in the order of highest votes polled bv 
each and shall declare the result of the successful candidates 
in that order according to the number of seats to lie filled up. 

f2) Tf any candidate thus declared to be elected rcfiise.s 
to accept election, then in the place of that candidate one 
of the remaining candidates to whom the next largest number 
of vote.s have been given shall be deemed to have been elected, 
and the same nrocedure .stiall be follow'ed as often as a vacancy 
is caused in this way. 

(3) When there is emialifv of votes among any candidates 
the person or persons who shall be deemed to have been elec¬ 
ted shall be determined by lot to be drawn by the Returning 
Officer or anv other officer authorised by him in such manner 
as be may determine. 

(4) The Returning Officer shall, as soon as the result is 
declared. Inform each successful candidate of bis being elect¬ 
ed to the Council.. 
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21 . Voting paMrs to be retained.—Upon the compelion of 
the counting and after the result has been dovJared, the Re¬ 
turning Oflicer shall seal the yoting papers and ^1 otbei 
documents relating to the election and shall retain the same 
for a period of six months and shall not destroy or caqse to 
be destroyed the records even after six months without the 
previous concurrence of the Central Government. 

22. Intimation of results of election.—The Returning Ollicer 
shall intimate the names of the elected candidates to the 
Central Government. 

23. Nomination to the Council,—Pending preparation of 
the Indian Veterinary Practitioners register in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act. the members referred to in 
clause (g) of sub-section (3) of section 3 may be nominated 
by the Central Government.
